But in these districts the Central 
Power has difficulty in obtaining 
grain from the peasants. Recently 
peasant riots were reported when 
attempts were made to confiscate 
their wheat, and even if the anti-

whether they could force the grain 
hoardings from the farmers. 

MILLIONS IN PAPER. 

The ruble is becoming of leas 
value and the Bolshevists are print- 
ing millions in paper money, tts 
purchasing power declining on ex- 
actly an inverse propertion. The 
economists say that the former 
wealth of Russia was used since the 
revolution as there is ne real pur- 
chasing oo. If the markets f 
the world were open to the central 
government R would de unable to 
purchase. 


Everything ts going out and noth- 
ing coming in, even within their 
own borders, and the paper money 
has lost fits old vaiwe. Today with 
Archangel under the Allied control. 
the rubie, once worth 60 cents is 
now worth 10 cents. 

Here in Archangel with 600,000 
inhabitants, famine is averted by 
the Allied food committee which 
Wells and distributes the rations. 
The committee consists of a civilian 
representative from the Amefrican- 
English-French and Italian 
bassies, and one from the Allied 
army headquarters. m stores 
they distribute to the local or 
country government supplies, 
which in turn are handed out to the 
villages. 


RATIONS FIXED. 

The rations average fifteen pounds 
of white bread to an adult and Re 
pounds to tne children, one pound 
of sugar, two pounds of oatmeal 
and «a quarter of a pound of tes 


monthiy. 

The food is paid for by the local 
governments on the  instaliment 
plan and actual distribution is ar- 
ranged by them. However, these 
rations are insufficient to keep a 
working man in good shape and an 
appeal was made by the provisional 
government to nave the rations for 
the laborers increased 60 per cent. 

The appeal states that, at present 
the laborers are Sy weakened that 
they are una dle w carry on the 
work in the timber and fishery in- 
dustries, which are the most im- 
portant of this region. The labor- 
ers and peasants have no money, 
and unless they work this winter 
they will be destitute next summer. 
Without more food they cannot work 
and without work they will be un- 
able to buy food next summer. 

The lack of food is blamed by 
the provisional government for the 
poor army recruiting among the 
Russians. The long war left them 
weary of fighting and now,. with 
their weakened bodies they fear the 
Bolshevik! and have no stomach 
fight them.

ALLIES MUST HURRY. 

The Allies must come in immo- 
diately with men and food or with- 
draw all their influences. There 
must be a definite decision at once. 
Half policies are only prolonging 
the agony of the country. We can 
send food alone, but the two real 
courses open are to comé in and le- 
stroy the Central Moscow power and 
link the starving populations with 
food or to withdraw and let the 
people in the central districts fight 
for tneir food stores. 

The Allied military officers, the 
foreign civilians and the Russians 
here unite in saying that if the Al- 
lies decide to intervene they must 
come in in med and 
with food. 

Many people think that with the 
Siberian anti-Bolsheviks forcing 
their way westward along the Perm- 
Olga railroad a strong force could 
now strike south and east from here 
and link with the Siberians and 
Crzecho-Siovaks. This would bring 
food to all of the northern districts 
end would be a tremendous blow to 
the morale of the Bolsheviks. 

If Petrograd could be taken with 
men and food the Moscow govern- 
ment would fall. Observers here 
say that the Bolshevik power is 
crumbling through starvation and 
now its the time to break them 
down and establish a new govern 
ment and peaceful conditions in 
Russia. Nothing but harm can 


come from the present lack of

Calls for $2,500,000 Less than 
Previous Period. 


Only Increase is in Fixed and 
Refund Charges.

The budget board, which consists 
of the members of the State Board 
ef Control and the State Controller, 
outlined special and general appre- 
priation bills aggregating $24,291,- 
605 for the next two fiscal years as 
against $27,291,873 for the next two 
years which began in July 1. 1917. 

The estimated fixed charges. for 
the next two-year period show an 
increase because of statutory re 
quirements of $2,242,1569.37. The 
1917 fixed charges were 20,586. 
$88.76 against estimates for the 1919 
biennial period of $22,828,548.13. 
The fixed charges are for elementary 
and high schools, universities and 
payment of interest and principal 
on bonded indebtedness and reim- 
bursements to counties. 

The total appropriations and ex- 
penditures for the two years from 
1917 aggregated $47,907,234.42. The 
total estimated expenditures for the 
coming two years is $47,588.125.66. 
The total estimated receipts for the 
1919 period are $47,969,490. This 
leaves an estimated surplus of $3389.- 
344.34 in the revenues for the two 
years from next July. 
DECREASED BUDGET. 


The special appropriations recom- 
mended by the budget board fof the 
next biennial period are 11.887. 
793.53, as against $8,802,765.66 for 
the past two years, a decrease of 
$3.914,793.13. 

The general appropriation bill for 
the next two years is set at $19,- 
863,813, compared with §13,489,- 
765.66 for the two fiscal years which 
began in July. 1917, an increase of 
$1,374,796. This, it was pointed out, 
leaves a net decrease out of the 
genera] fund of $2,.540,268.13. 

The item of decrease in the gen- 
eral appropriation bill, amounting 
to 31.122.374, are the decrease in 
the emergency fund of $750,000, de- 
crease in the miscellaneous expendi- 
tures of $55,200, decrease in the 
prison expenditures of $32.500. For 
the first time in the history of the 
State, the report points out a de- 
crease in the general executive and 
administrative departments. This 
amounts to $284,674. 

The special appropriation bills 
recommended, showing a decrease of 
$3,.914.945.13 for the 1919 biennial 
period, contain no ttems of war 
emergency which in 1917, aggregated 
more than $1,000,000. 

In the fixed charges the major in- 
creases for the coming two fiscal 
Years are in education and are sta- 
tutory. The statutory allowance for 
the State University fund for the pe- 
riod beginning in 1917, was 12,365.— 
222.41, and that proposed for the 
1919 period is $2,707,943.13, an in- 
crease of $343,720.70. The hich 
schools were allowed 11.913,00 in 
1917 and $2,240,833 in the present 
budgets, an increase of $327,795. The 
elementary schools in 1917 were al- 
lowed $10,482,580 against $11,382,500 
for the next two-year period. 

For the payment of principal and 
interest on State bonds, there was 
appropriated 33,807,270, an increase 
of $611,410. 

The budget also set aside for un- 
reported needs $300,000. .

COMING FROM ALL OVER EU- 
ROPE TO PRESIDENT.

PARIS, Jan. 19. — President and 
Mrs. Wilson came to Paris with a 
very modest collection of personal 
baggage, but they probably will be 
forced to take home a carload. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Wilson have received 
so many gifts that a large quantity 
of them probably will have to be 
taken to Washington on an army 
transport. 

Gifts of all kinds and of all values 
began pouring in the day President 
Wilson arrived and they still are 
coming in a never-ending stream 
from all classes of people. 

Many of the presents are priceless, 
but the President values most those 
having a sentimental appeal. These 
have come principally from children, 
not only in France, but from all over 
Europe, and also from families in 
Entente countries, which have suf- 
fered by the war. 

President Wilson has directed tha 
every one should be acknowledg 
formally. Sometimes, in response to 
a particularly touching message ac- 
companying the gifts, he writes a 
personal acknowledgement, but the 
pressure on his time is so great he 
cannot do so for all. Nevertheless, 
every gift, no matter how insignifi- 
cant, is preserved carefully. 

Many of them undoubtedly will 
find places in the White House be- 
cause the President does not feel 
they were given to him wholly per- 
sonally. 


TO TOUR BATTLEFIELDS. 


President Completes Arrangements 
to Visit Devastated Regions.

Legislature .Wrestling with 
Appropriations. 


All Departments Call for 
More, but Slash Ordered. 


Stream Obstruction Bill 
Strangled by Stockmen. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 19.—Work 
already has been started on the leg- 
jslative appropriation bill, on the 
basis of an estimate that has been 
made in the auditor’s office. In al- 
most every subdivision of the State 
government more money is called 
far; this despite the showing of rela- 
tive extravagance that has prevailed 
since the assumption of Statehood. 

A number of the members of the 
appropriation committees are deter- 
mined to prune the estimates and to 
decrease the cost of government, but 
appreciate that little can be done in 
this direction unlegs some of the 
commissions be abolished and a 
budget system installed. 

From the past State administra- 
tion has come denial of the charge 
made by the State Taxpayers’ Asso- 


clation and repeated tn Gov. Camp- 
bell’s message, that since Sjatehood 
$6,000,000 more money has been 
spent by the State officials than had 
been contemplated in the biennial 
appropriation bills. 

There is explanation that the ap- 
parent shortage merely is a matter 
of book-keeping and that, in reality, 
there has been a substantial adher- 
ence to the limitations of the various 


appropriations. 
MERE BOO K-KEEFING. 
One Senator, however, declares 


that only the university has uni- 
formly kept within its appropria- 
tions. In nearly all institutions 
there has been known “switching” 
of various funds, such as from main- 
tenance to building. 


Economical tendencies already 
have been manifestéd by the Print- 
ing Committee, which has secur 


the printing of the legislative pro- 
ceedings at $1.98 a page, for 600 
copies, and for the bills, $2.82 a 
page, for 1000 copies. All Dills are 
to be printed on introduction, as was 
done in the last session. 

WATER BILL NAILED. 
When the Salt River Water Users’ 
Association sought to keep clear the 
channels of Queen and Cave creeks, 
that the floods of those torrential 
streams might better be handled, it 
failed to consider the fact that the 
cattle and sheep men of the North- 
ern Arizona plateau regions have 
placed in the waterways of their 
ranges hundreds of obstructions such 
as are prohibited in the locally-in- 
augtrated measure. Water for 
thousands of cattle and sheep is had 
mainly through tanks secured by 
placing dams across “washes” of 
even in low swales on the plains. 
Naturally the strong stock repre- 
sentation In the Legislature has de- 
clared against the bill in forcible 
terms. It has been referred to the 
Live Steck Committee, of which 
Flock Master Hughie Campbell is 
chairman, and thus may be consid- 
ered as assassinated at birth. Legal 
Adviser John Gust of the irrigation 
association will draft a substitute 
measure that will apply more specifi- 
cally to local conditions. 

NEW IRRIGATION BILL. 

Somewhat on the same line, 
though with especial reference fo the 
saving of surface flows for Irrigation 
uses, will be an address delivered 
Monday afternoon to a joint meeting 
of the two houses by George H. Max- 
well, who for many years Was execu- 
tive chairman of the National Irri- 
gation Association and who was one 
of the men most instrumental in se- 
curing the building of the Roosevelt 
dam, through a change made in the 
original reclamation act, permitting 
the watering of lands already under 
cultivation. 
One of the most notable attaches 
of the House is Charles F. Banta, 
whose residence is the Pioneers’ 
Home, by virtue of being the oldest 
surviving American settler of North- 
ern Arizona. He is still active and 
clear-headed and takes a keen inter- 
est in the work of the session.

A 
special meeting of the Military Com- 
mittee has been called for tomorrow 
to report out the House bill or a 
substitute. 

The House Naval Committee will 
meet Thursday to pass on the naval 
bullding programme. 

Final action may come this week 
on the long delayed war revenue 
bill. The conferees, with but few 
important questions remaining open, 
resume work tomorrow on the 1918 
war profits tax rates and hope for 
action on the bill by Saturday. 

Investigations of German propa- 
ganda and the National Security 
League will continue tomorrow as 
will hearings on the railroad situa- 
tion and the bill to regulate the 
meat industry. 

Debate on the Russian situation

Two Obligations; File Return 
and Make Payment. 


Careful Review is Necessary, 
and It's a Big Job.

“The year 1918 was a banner year 
for salaries and wages, and the high 
war prices brought unusual profits 
to the average small tradesman and 
to the farmer. ‘The opinion. in 
Washington is that an additional 
1.000.000 citizens and residents will 
make this year their firs. income 
tax returns. 

“All signa Indicate that the in- 
come tax this year will reach nearly 
every working man and woman, and 
nearly every merchant, shopkeeper 
and farmer. Not all will have to pay 
the tax, but nearly all will be 
obliged to make a sworn statement 
of the year’s income. 

“Il am, therefore, advising every 
unmarried person who earned $1000 
or over during the year 1918, and 
every married person, who, together 
with wife or husband, earned $2000, 
to sharpen his pencil and figure out 
how he stands. 

“He must ascertaia accurately his 
gross income from all sources. 
There's his salary or wages, includ- 
ing overtime pay and any bonus re- 
ceived as additional compensation. 
A married person having children 
under 18 who are working should 
include the earnings of such child- 
ren 


“Tf he sold any property at a 
profit, the gain must be computed 
and included in gross income: If 
he rented any property to other per- 
sons. the total rents received in the 
year must be ascertained, and from 
that eure a deduction may be taken 
for taxes paid on rented property, 
the necessary minor repairs, fire in- 
surance, anv interest he may have 
paid on mortgage, and a reasonable 
allowance for anrval wear and tear 
of the rented property The bal- 
ance is included in gross income for 
the vear.

DR. GEORGE A. ANDREWS TELLS 
OF EXPERIENCES IN “X” 
WORK IN FRANCE, 


Dr. George A. Andrews, pastor of 
the Plymouth Congregational 
Church, who returned last week 
from six months’ service with the 
Y.M.C.A, in France, spoke in his 
church yesterday on his experiences 
overseas, and paid high tribute to 
the character of the American men 


in Service. He said in part: 

“As most of you know, I was in 
New York for several weeks, speak- 
ing for the ‘Y’ and talking to the 
boys at the camps of embarkation. 
One Sunday I gave three addresses 
on a Hudson River excursion steam- 
er, and wound up the day with a 
talk to sailors and soldiers in a Fifth 
avenue church. I delivered an ad- 
dress at an exclusive summer col- 
ony on Long Island, another at a 
Bible conference near Philadelphia. 
I spoke one evening at a New York 
Y.W.C.A. In the domestic uniform 
of the , I gave three brief ad- 
dresses one evening in three theaters 
of Elizabeth, N. J. I spent one Fun- 
day with the boys at Camp Crane, in 
Allentown, Pa.. and one at Camp 
Milla, where I addressed large groups 
of soldier boys ready to embark on 
their ‘Great Adventure.’ 

“On the transport Burma, I spoke 
one afternoon to 300 of my fellow- 
workers in the .“ In Paris, in Sep- 
tember, I preached in an English 
church to American officers and ' 
workers. During October, I visit- 
ed many of the camps in the inter- 
mediate section along the line of the 
5.0.8., preaching to groups of sol- 
diers ranging from fifty to 1000. 

“On the eighth of November I was 
sent up to the front line, journey- 
ing by train through Chateau Thier- 
ry, over the line of the German re- 
treat to Bar-le-duc, and from there 
by auto truck to the regional head- 
quarters of the ‘Y’ at Ippecourt, in 
the Verdun sector. 

“On Sunday morning, November 
10, 1 assisted at a communion serv- 
ice in a big tent, while the guns 
were booming their death and de- 
struction a few kilometers away. In 
the afternoon of that Sunday I visit- 
ed an evacuation hospital where 26, 
000 of our American soldiers had 
been treated for wounds in the past 
six weeks. In the evening I spoke 
In a large engineering camp. On 
Monday, the 11, I was privileged 
to hear the last gun, which we hope 
will be the last gun of all war for- 
ever. 

“For all these opportunities as 
your representative to carry a mes- 
sage of good cheer te boys of the A. 
E. F., I am truly very grateful. Ev- 
erywhere 1 found the boys respon- 
sive to the appeal to Christian man- 
hood. I come back to you not only 
with a profound admiration for the 
splendid men who have won for us 
the victory, but with the firm con- 
viction of the devotion of these men 
to the principles of the manly reli- 
gion of the man, Christ Jesus. 

[I cannot claim herole treatment 
under fre. I have not been shelled 
nor gassed. But I have been so near 
the shelling and the gassing, and 
have had % many intimate talks 
with the boys who have endured and 
suffered, and seen their ‘buddies’ 
mutilated and killed, that I feel that 
I have been on the very outskirts of 
hell. A drab, unromantic hell it has 
been, without flourish of music, wav 
ing of flags and the ‘Hurrah, boys“ 
which were the accompaniments of 
the pictures of war in our childhood 
days. 

“Thank God, it is finished. Now 
it is our task to see to it that the 
suffering and sacrifice of our noble 
boys shall not have been in vain. 
We have won the war, but perma- 
nent, harmonious peace will not be 
won unless at home we continue to 
practice the spirit of sacrifice which 
has accompiished the victory in 
France.”

The spirit of the Peace Conference 
at Paris, voiced by President Wilson 
and echoed by Clemenceau and Poin- 
care.

The annual effort of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle to prove that Los Angeles 
is really not the metropolis of the Pacific 
Coast in spite of statistics appeared in a 
recent number of that newspaper. Undis- 
mayed by its failure to convince in years 
past the Chronicle again undertakes to re- 
assure San Franciscans that their city fs 
in the lead and that Los Angeles is a poor 
second. 

The question of population appears to be 
a. very sore spot with the Chronicle for the 
first complaint is that the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics biundered. Also it is charged that 
Los Angeles has some very clever statisti- 
Clans who, by methods displeasing to the 
Chronicle, succeed in convincing people 
that Los Angeles has a greater population 


than San Francisco. 


Then follows an involved series of fig- 
ures calculated to show that the Angelenos 
are wrong. Anyway, the Chronicle asks, 
what difference does it make how many 
inhabitants a city has. There are other 
things that really count. 

This might be taken as a confession of 
failure to prove that Los Angeles figures are 
wrong, but the Chronicle makes one more 


desperate effort to make out a case. It is 
really a brilliant idea. Here it is with all 
ite imposing weight of argument: The 


population of San Francisco added to that 
of Oakland, Sacramento, Berkeley, Stock- 
ton and San Jose, is greater than that of 
Los Angeles. It is even greater than that 
of Los Angeles and San Diego put together. 
Let San Franciscans read that and be com- 
forted! 

The Chronicle gives the population of 
San Francisco as 550,338. The 1918 popu- 
lation of Los Angeles by directory census 
was 607,587. 

The Chronicle is also worried about San 
Fernando Valley and other wonderfully pro- 
ductive areas of Los Angeles and accuses 
us of taking in too much territory. 


Unhandicapped by troublesome facts, the 
Chronicle then proceeds to make a few 
cruel remarks about the Los Angeles har- 
bor. Among other statements, it says: 

“Not many years after her well- 
advertised climate attracted a numerous 
and rapidly-increasing population, Los 

Angeles attempted to repair the over- 

sight of Nature in failing to plant at 

her front door a port, she emulated the 
example of Mohammed. As the ocean 
would not come to her, she went to 
the ocean, accomplishing that fact not 
by building in that direction, but by 
constructing a boulevard along a nar. 
row strip of land some twenty miles in 
length which she incorporat within 
her municipal boundaries. It cannot 

be sald that the device has proved a 

spectacular success.” 

If the sincerity of the Chronicle is not 
to be questioned, it must believe that high 
fovernment officials have deen kidding 
themselves and the people of Southern 
California; that the tremendous and rap 
idly increasing activities of this harbor are 
a mirage and not a reality. Congressmen 
who decided that $6,000,000 expended by 
the government on this harbor is a good 
investment, J. H. Rossiter, director of oper-

“YES OR NO.” 


A PLAY OF HUMAN EXPERIENCE 
AT MOROSCO THEATER.

Plays of a fine import, of a nobly 
serious intention, are being written 
and produced in New York, after 
all. So much dramatic froth is be- 
ing blown this way from that over- 
busy big mart on the Hudson, that 
there are times when we Out West 
almost give up hope of ever having 
solid stuff put on the boards for us.

Draw Big Crowds. 


Musical Features are Given 
Much Prominence. 


Bible Institute Auditorium is 
Filled to Capacity. 


Two great crowds assembled at 
the Bible Institute Auditorium yes- 


terday to attend the opening meet- 
ings of the Torrey-Alexander evan- 
gelistic campaign. Last night the 
big auditorium, which has a seat- 
ing capacity of 4200, wag filled to 
capacity.

LONG BEACH, Jan. 1.—Q.: Iam 
seeking information as to soil or 
composition known as semseyite. Is 
this found in Celifornia, or is there 
a substitute for it? The idea is to 
| find something of the kind to use 
in a mixture instead of ordinary 
sand, which leaves scratch marks 
on metal or glass. C. B. M. 

A.: Semseyite is far from being 
soll, and it is more in the nature of 
ore than that of mineral. In com- 
position (while chemically not as yet 
exactly known) it is probably lead 
sulphantimonite. Zinkenite, one oth- 
er lead sulphantimonite, ts frequent- 
ly confused with semseyite by cer- 
tain authorities, but there is less lead 
in zinkenite than that present in 
semseyite. 

In years past this department of 
The Times received and analyzed 
many samples of semseyite from the 
boys in the hills, and from such lo- 
calities as Randeburg, Johannesburg 
and Seerles Lake, in California, and 
from different localities in Nevada. 

With the semseyite such minerals 
as bieinierite (lead-antimony ochre) 
often occurs. 

It would appear that you seek & 
certain mixture to which you de- 
sire to add semseyite. There are 
many such substances: Rottenstone, 
hematite (Jeweler's rouge.) certain 
alunites, a variety of diatomaceous 
earth and many other abrasive pol- 
ishers that will not scratch glass, 
brass, etc., should be easily obtained. 
‘ Zinkenite, of the older mineral- 
ogists, contained a low percentage 
ot copper, and the Nevada variety 
carries copper. Semseyite has no 
copper in its make-up.

A.: The sample ie a variety of 
lime garnet (massive and crystal- 
lized) of cinnamon-brown color, and 
occurring in masses which are full 
of fissures. The sample is translu- 
cent, and the mineral seldom occurs 
transparent. It is of vitreous luster, 
of fiat conchoidal fracture, and 
scratches quartz with difficulty. 
When transparent and of good color 
and size, cinnamon stone is used as 
a gem. Most of the hyacinths of 
commerce are in reality cinnamon 
stone. 

The sample scratches glass easily 
and deeply, and as the entire mass 
is garnet (both matrix and crystals) 
it would appear that mineral repre- 
sented by the sample should find a 
market for abrasive uses.
